BONN RECOGNITION 
OF DEBT PAVES WAY 
FOR FOREIGN OFFICE 


BONN, Germany, Feb. 16 (AP) 


—West Germany decided today 
to recognize its responsibility for 
prewar debts of the Hitler Reich, 
and thus paved the way for Al- 
lied approval of a German For- 
eign Ministry. 

The Allied High Commission is 
to be notified at once of the deci- 
sion, a spokesman said. The pre- 
war debts question was the big 
obstacle in the way of granting 
more political freedoms—includ- 
ing its own Foreign Office—to 
the governments of Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer. 

“The United States, Britain and 
France agreed last fall West Ger- 
man controls should be relaxed 
if the Germans gave assurances 
that they acknowledge responsi- 
bility for the Third Reich's debts, 
make a settlement of economic 
aid received from the Allies, and 
co-operate in equitable distribu- 
tion of goods and materials 
needed for western defense. 

While the Bonn Cabinet was 
amenable to these terms, the im- 
portant parliamentary Foreign 
Affairs Committee had hesitated 
to give assurance on the assump- 
tion of the Hitler debts. How- 
ever,-the spokesman said, that 
committee agreed on the assur- 
ance this morning. 

The Allies have made it clear 
they do not intend to saddle West 
Germany with the entire debt of 
Hitler’s Third Reich, which in- 
“cluded the eastern zone now con- 
trolled by Soviet Russia.

BOSTON, Feb. 16 ‘AP) — The 
first industry-wide strike in the 
_ll-year history of the ClO Textile 
‘Workers’ Union today drew an 
estimated 70,000 workers from 
‘their jobs in 160 wool and wor- 
sted mills. 

The strike, which directly in- 
volves half the wool and wor- 
sted workers in the nation, be- 
gan at 12:01 a.m. after negotia- 
tions broke down between the 
union and the American Woolen 
Co. The company generally sets 
‘the industry wage pattern. 

(The United Press said the 
strike halted $50,000,000 worth of 
war contracts. American Woolen 
received almost half the amount, 
$21,182,214. Most of the orders 
were tor uniform cloth, Army 
and Navy blankets and cartridge 
belts.) 

The union demands a 15-cent- 
an-hou. increase.

tle said he was “not convinced” 
the President had the. authority, 
and did not subscribe to tlie 
emergency theory. 

He said the United States was 
“still a government of law, and 
not of men and emergency.” 

Acheson’s Arguments. 

In general, Acheson developed 
these arguments: 

1. The western world’s advan- 
tage gained from this country's 
atomic weapons is now the main 
deterrent to Communist aggres- 
sion, but time is erasing that 
advantage. The Allies must, 
therefore, build balanced forces 
which will make Russia hesitate 
to move after the West's atomic 
advantage diminishes. 

2. Any polity of waiting for 
Europe to build its own 
strength, before contributing 
American forces, would dissi- 
pate the opportunity of this 
time interval and damage west- 
ern Europe's morale. 

3. To follow a policy of act- 
ing only after an attack would 
plunge western Europe into a 
mood of non-resistance — “a 
mood of ‘neutralism’ which is, 
for them and for all of us, a 
short cut to suicide.” 

Before the Senate committces 
is a resolution by Senator Wherry 
(Rep.). Nebraska, which would re- 
cord the Senate as opposed to 
sending of United States troops 
to Europe without congressional 
approval. 

Approval to Be Sought. 

Administration leaders in Con- 
gress will try to substitute some 
sort of resolution approving the 
sending of troops. 

Acheson said at one point he 
did not think it necessary for 
Congress to authorize or direct 
that troops be sent unless it de- 
sired to do so. By that he meant 
he felt President Truman already 
had full power and authority to 
act. 

But in exchanges with Sena- 
tors Acheson emphasized again 
and again that he wanted—and 
felt there had to be—complete 
co-operation between the execu- 
tive branch and Congress on the 
troops-for-Europe issue. 

Danger to Present Troops. 

Bradley told the Senators the 
two United States divisions now 
in occupied Germany would be 
“in great danger” if war came. 

“Increasing that number to ap- 
proximately six divisions would 
immeasurably improve their abil- 
itv to defend themselves.” he said. 

Bradley hit at what he called 
“the false impression that we are 
planning to send large number 
of ground forees to Western Eu- 
rope.” He insisted that Ameri- 
can contributions to the army be- 
ing built up by Gen. Dwight: D. 
Eisenhower will be geared to the 
number of troops the western 
European nations put up to de- 
fend themselves. 

As had Acheson. Bradlev con- 
tended that Europe's will to fight 
would be bolstered by fhe pres- 
ence: of the American troops. 

Bradley said he believed the 
proposed increase in military 
strength would deter, rather than 
agitate, an attack by Russia. 

Would Rather Fight Abroad. 

He added that he would rather 
fight a Communist enemy abroad 
than in the United States.

Westover Field in  Massachu- 
setts.” Bradley continued.

HANGY BUREAUCRATS 


Income Tax Law ‘Crime 
Against Nation,’ She Says 
in Talk Here. 


Miss Vivien Kellems, Connecti- 
cut cable grip manufacturer, who 
reeently won a court victory over 
the Government in her long fight 
against the withhholding tax law, 
told a Rotary Club meeting here 
yesterday that President Truman 
has no right “to send our boys 
anywhere in the world to fight at 
his whim.” 

Miss Kellems, whose refusal 
since early 1948 to collect the 
withholding tax from her em- 
ployes has been widely public: -ed, 
saii Alexander Hamilton’s, safe- 
Suards against excessive use of 
the tax power broke down when 
Congress passed the income tax 
law. Both Republicans and Demo- 
crats, she said, collaborated in 


this “crime against the nation” | 


during President Taft’s adminis- 
tration. | 

Miss Kellems said “those :angy 
little bureaucrats down in Wash- 


ards.” She said the federal budg- 
et was $600,000,000 in 1909 and 
in 40 years soared to fifty billion 
dollars. 

“Now,” she added, “there is not 
money enough to satisfy the un- 
scrupulous and corrupt  angsters 
who have seized control of our 
government.”

saucers contradicted and sharply 
criticized today the published 
theory of Navy research Dr. 
Urner Liddel that the “saucers” 
were research balloons. 

Donald E. Keyhoe, 
Marine Corps major, author of 
the book, “Flying Saucers Are 
Real,” sent Liddel, chief of the 
nuclear physics branch, Office of 
Naval Research, a four-page tele- 
gram contradicting his theory. 
Keyhoe told Liddel that his story 
“deceives the American people.” 

All Balloons, Liddel Said. 

The Liddel article, published 
.in Look, magazine, stated that all 
«reports of saucers that could be 
authenticated could be traced to 
sighting of the Navy’s 100-foot 
plastic balloons used to _ study | 
cosmic rays. Liddel said that the | 
suns rays reflected on the lower | 
side of the balloons, when the 
sun was low in the sky, illumin- 
ated them in such a way that 
they appeared to be disks: 

Yeyhoe pointed out that “vet- 
eran pilots of Eastern Trans- 
World, Ameri@an and other air- 
lines” had sighted glowing or il- 
luminated unidentifiable objects 
moving at high speed across the 
night sky.

The fact that the Office of Price 
Stabilization is planning to allow food 
prices to rise, rather than doing every- 
thing in its power to bring about a 
reduction, is most shocking. 


For years now, wage and salary earn- 
ers have supported high food prices, 
not only by paying them, but also by 
paying the taxes which were used to 
keep them artificially high. While food 
prices have risen about 120 per cent 
over their 1939 level, wages and salar- 
les have generally lagged far behind 
them.

The plan of the Government, as announced by 
Gen. Marshall, to station six Army divisions in 
Western Europe would somewhat more than 
double the total size of American armed forces 
now in Europe.

Otherwise they will be hesitant to run the risks 
and make the sacrifices the rearmament effort 
requires. Promises and speeches are far less 
convincing than the presence of Americans in 
uniform. 

Because increasing West Europe’s armed 
strength is in large part a psychological prob- 
lem, the two American divisions now in Ger- 
many are not enough. We must send more 
troops to Europe, if we are to make a reason- 
able and successful demand for more effort by 
the Europeans to help defend us. 

In Gen. Marshall’s words, six divisions would 
be “significant of our purpose, our intention, 
our will to do what we properly can to 
strengthen Western Europe against attack and 
to deter that attack.” 

No one knows how many troops will be re- 
quired in the future. Hence Congress would be 
well-advised if it forgot any plans to set limita- 
tions on the size of the American commitment. 
For the present, it looks as though six divisions 
should be proof of the resolution behind our 
words. 
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Another Boston Tea Party ? 

One group of residents of Alaska is consider- 
ing an appeal to the U.N., so distressed are its 
members that Congress still stands them off on 
the question of statehood. The Christian Cen- 
tury reports that one prominent citizen of 
Alaska has said that “the folks up there are so 
angry there might be another Boston tea party.” 


Doubtless there are many other signs of un- 
rest and disappointment in our Pacific terri- 
tories that both Alaska and Hawaii were given 
the run-around by the last Congress. Will the 
Eighty-second be any fairer? Surely it should 
be possible to hurry the admission bills through 
committee, re-pass the measure in the House 
and check it up squarely to the Senate. That 
was the situation when the last Congress ended. 

The South may stall for a while, but we do 
not believe for one minute that an underprivi- 
leged section of the nation will persist indefi- 
nitely in viewing this statehood issue in terms 
of prejudice against civil rights rather than on 
its merits. There are too many fair, decent, 
honest people.in the South for that! 
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An American Folktale 


Twentieth century Americans have added a 
highly-scientific up-to-date variety of ghost to 
the world’s accumulated store of spirits. A ghost 
suited to the times, a man from another planet 
riding to earth in a flying saucer, has joined the 


_ banshees, spirits of dead ancestors, graveyard 


denizens and manifestations of ectoplasm. 

A writer named Frank Scully turned out a 
book about the flying saucer men. He described 
their clothing, their watches, their food. Thou- 
sands of Americans saw their craft sailing ma- 
jestically through the empyrean at sunset with 
glowing red exhausts: United States News and 
World Report and Radio Commentator Henry J. 
Taylor gave full, technical descriptions of the 
saucers. 

They are acquiring a status in American folk- 
lore. Al Capp and Walt Kelly, two of the most 
skilled twentieth century tellers of folk tales, 
already have used them effectively for some 
sharp commentary on the ways of men. 

Apparently the legend of the flying saucer 
with its Martian passengers is here to stay. It 
is a good legend, so good that the Office of 
Naval Research’s explanation that the saucers 
are actually balloons sent aloft to investigate 
cosmic rays probably will have little effect. 

Many people still will have lingering doubts. 
Somehow a rational explanation is less satisfy- 
ing, less absorbing and to some people less 
understandable than a supernatural phenomenon 
robed in all the mysterious panoply of science 
and interstellar space. 

There will be those who will view with alarm, 
decrying superstition and gullibility in this en- 
lightened age. We cannot join them. The 
world would be a poorer place without Mac- 
beth’s witches, or Cinderella’s fairy godmother. 
If the flying S#ucer men are to rise to that emi- 
nence, so be it say we, and peace be with them. 
May our grandchildren find as much fascination 
in this ghost story as we did in Tom Sawyer’s 
spooks. 
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Why Not St. Louis, Too? 

As fundamental to a democracy as the right to 
vote is the right to have your vote counted cor- 
rectly. The first is meaningless without the 
second, as Missourians with their too-long ex- 
perience with a paper ballot as long as a poli- 
tician’s arm well know. 

Citizens of Kansas City, and perhaps St. Louis 
county, soon will have the right to have their 
votes counted properly, if a bill pending in the 
Legislature receives the speedy approval it de- 
serves. The measure would authorize replace- 
ment of hand-marked ballots by the far more 
efficient, speedy and accurate voting machines 
in Kansas City. It probably will be amended to 
include St. Louis county, where tabulating errors 
have been discovered election after election with 
monotonous regularity. 

But what about St. Louis? No such improve- 
ment is in prospect for this city, because St. 
Louis’ Democratic Senators are firmly opposed. 
They say they are against voting machines be- 
cause the machines are too expensive. But 
Chairman John W. Oliver of the Kansas City 
Election Board pointed out that the cost of 
printing ballots over a 10-year period equals the 
cost of the machines. Further economies might 
be effected in the bill for salaries for election 
judges ‘and clerks. 

There must be some other reason for the St. 
Louisans’ opposition. None of the various possi-

bilities which suggest themselves, Including the 
fact that voting machines give a faster, more 
accurate tabulation of the votes cast and make 
it harder to juggle results, seems very, savory. 

That is all the more reason why the people of 
St. Louis should have the right to have their 
votes counted accurately. East St. Louis is 
using voting machines. How much longer will 
St. Louis and St. Louis county lag behind? 
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The RFC and Ribbonwriters 


Disclosures of mismanagement in the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation have been re- 
peated often enough so that there is nothing 
unusual, unfortunately, about the $300,000 loan 
to the Ribbonwriter Corp. 

Apparently no RFC officer later went to work 
for Ribbonwriter, as in other cases. President 
Truman has not called disclosures about the 
loan “asinine,” which is what he called the Sen- 
ate report on the RFC. Really, only one thing 
remains to be cleared ups 

That is, what happened to the $300,000? 

Bert Andrews reports that in January 1949, 
three of the five RFC directors approved this 
loan against the advice of reviewing officials. 
Yet within six months, Ribbonwriter was in the 
hands of receivers and had to be reorganized. 
And so far Ribbonwriter appears to have made 
no ribbonwriters—devices to make typed copies 
without carbon paper. Where did the taxpayers’ 
money go? 

Chairman Fulbright: of the Senate investigat- 
ing committee produced an RFC memo which 
said the company’s capital was dissipated 
through extravagance. He uncovered charges 
that some of the defunct company’s officers 
turned loan funds to their personal use, which 
smells of felony. But the agency that doled out 
this neat slice of public funds does not seem to 
know what happened to it. 

At this point the public may not be certain 
whether the RFC needs to be dusted off at the 
top, as the Fulbright committee desires, or just 
swept out. 
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Qwen Lattimore at the Forum

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Those Two Front Teeth 


Missouri House members ordered a new driv- 
er’s license bill perfected by nearly unanimous 
vote, and the measure seems sure to pass the 
lower chamber. It is a good bill, too, with 
plenty of teeth, except for an obvious gap right 
in front. 

In amending the bill, the House added a series 
of major traffic violations for which a driver’s 
license would be, and should be, revoked or 
suspended. Repeated accidents, drunken driv- 
ing, reckless driving leading to death or serious 
injury and leaving the scene of an accident are 
offenses which should put any motorist off the 
highway. } 

But the bill does not provide universal driving 
tests to see whether a motorist has any business 
on the road in the first place. Only those newly 
applying for a Missouri license would have to 
demonstrate their ability to the State Highway 
Patrol. Holders of present licenses—everybody 
now on the road—would not have to take the 
driver’s examinations. 

At that rate it would be 20 years before most 

Missouri motorists would have been examined. 
Yet any responsible driver would welcome ex- 
aminations to prove his fitness to handle a car, 
and the fitness of others who share the road 
with him. It is a matter of personal safety. 
- We hope the Legislature will eliminate favor- 
itism toward present license holders. The 
House bill represents a great step forward in 
helping Missouri rid itself of drivers who dem- 
onstrate that they are dangerous. But why 
should the state wait for them to prove the fact 
on the highway? Every motorist should be ex- 
amined before he is licensed to drive. 
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Every Child Should Know 

Frank D. Sullivan, then St. Louis civil defense 
co-ordinator, announced more than a month 
ago that the film, “Pattern for Survival,” would 
be shown to the children in the public schools. 
We now are told by Superintendent Hickey’s 
office that showing it to the children has never 
been discussed. It has been shown to princi- 
pals and teachers, and plans are being made 
to show it to parents—but not to children. 

We think this is a mistake and a serious one. 
“Pattern for Survival” tells in simple terms 
what to do in case of an atomie bomb attack. 
It is just as important for children to know 
these facts as for adults to know them. Any- 
one who does not know them in this day and 
age is not only in peril from the A-bomb, he 
is also in great peril from his own ignorance. 

One of the reasons why home defense has 
been dragging in St. Louis and in many other 
parts:of the country is fear of frightening peo- 
ple. The real danger lies in not frightening 
them enough at the right time to keep them 
from being frightened too much at the wrong 
time. Panic could be the worst killer in an 
atomic bomb raid, and one of the best ways to 
avert it is for everyone to have his assigned 
task in advance. 

Children in New York schools are going 
through air raid drill and are not being unduly 
frightened by it. 

St. Louis children deserve as much of a 
chance of survival as New York City’s children 
if a raid shoyld come. 
trust the new director of civil defense for St. 
Louis, Raymond Tucker, will have talks and 
drills going for school children. Right now 
a good way for them to learn from materials 
already at hand is to see “Pattern for Survival.” 
Official timidity, we hope, will not be allowed 
to stand in the way of instructing the children 
of this community in the rudiments of atomic 
self-protection.

Railway labor relations during the last 
decade offer some clues to the present 
strike and weakness of union leadership. 

The lack of leadership among the carri- 
ers may also be explained by the repeated 
seizures and the too frequent appointment 
of emergency boards before collective bar- 
gaining had been exhausted. The colossal 
bungling of the Government time after 
time, the political tinkering, and the Gov- 
ernment’s failure to appraise realistically 
the economic facts 
which have produced 
the surging unrest of 
the men are all con- 
tributing elements to 
the present chaos. 

Until 1944, when 
an ex-Senator was re- 
warded for his faith- 
ful party votes by 
being made chairman 
of the National Rail- 
way Mediation Board, 
that body had been 
distinguished for the 
caliber of its mem- 
bership, men skilled 
in mediation and 
long experienced in rail labor problems. 

Since then, appointments to the board 
have been increasingly political and its 
ability to grapple with railroad problems 
has diminished proportionately,

experienced mediators manned the Na- 
tional Mediation Board. But when they 
were replaced by political appointees, fre- 
quent appointment of emergency boards 
was the easiest way out for men who had 
not the experience or the stature to talk 
on terms of equality with presidents of 
unions and railroads. 


More and more the emphasis shifted 
from mediation to fact-finding, and when 
the fact-finding boards themselves were 
manned by judges and politicians, the real 
strength of the National Mediation Board 
—‘know-how’’—and e Railway Labor 
Act under whick it opérates was lost. 

There is no doubt that the switchmen 
have a real grievance, no matter how one 
may decry their tactics. 


Poor -Job of Mediation 


The non-operating unions, which had 
been traditionally lower paid than the op- 
erating unions, have forged ahead much 
faster. In fact, when they won the 40- 
hour week without decrease in pay they 
gained 20 per cent. The operating unions 
still do not have the 40-hour week. 

Reading between the lines, it is quite 
apparent that John R. Steelman, presiden- 
tial assistant, high-pressured the union 
leaders into signing the agreement of Dec. 
21 into which he wrote himself as ar- 
bitrator. 

The first rule of a good mediator is to

The Railway Labor Act worked well up,—-teaders can reasonably expect the men to 


to the last decade. Nothing is basically 
wrong with its provisions. But even a good 
law can be ruined by its administration, 
and that is what has happened here.

Between Book Ends 


The Load of Guilt 


THE REEF, by Keith Wheeler. (E. P. Dutton & Co., 
320 pgs., $3.) 

_In one sense, “The Reef” continues 
journalist Keith Wheeler’s coverage of 
World War II. Author of two documen- 
tary books on the Pacific campaign, Mr. 
Wheeler has now turned to fiction, but he 
is still writing—skillfully and well—about 
the war. ‘ 

“The Pacific Is My Beat” and “We Are 
the Wounded,” his first two books, con- 
cerned fighting men. “The Reef” is the 
story of a returned veteran of the Pacific 
war. 

What happened to Nick Cotten, the vet- 
eran, in the heat of battle was something 
none of his associates, and least of. all 
Nick himself, understood. A rising young 
executive before the war, he had continued 
as an executive—commander of a Marine 
company—in the Pacific. But the stakes 

were immeasurably 
greater — and Nick 
does not measure up 
to the demands of 
the occasion. His 
company suffers a 
catastrophic defeat 
and Nick takes the 
whole load of guilt 
on his own con 
science. 
Not a callous man, 
Nick cannot forget. 
Not a strong man, 
he seeks forgetful- 
7 ness in drink and 
. , women. And, before 
Keith Wheeler friends intervene in 
his benalf, he almost wrecks his life. With 
his future in jeopardy, a last-minute re- 
prieve and an accident of fate return him 
to the fateful reef on which his company 
had been decimated. 

Here a spiritual rebirth—or, at least, a 
great awakening of understanding—awaits 
him. That is almost the only way to 
describe it, for what Nick intends to do 
with his rejuvenation is not told. : 

Mr. Wheeler writes sharply and incisive- 
ly. If the novel does meander a bit now 
and then—particularly in the middle pas- 
sages—the author soon picks up the thread 
of his discourse. . 

It is not a new subject, the confused 
and bewildered ex-soldier who does not 
know where to turn. The parallels to 
W. Somerset Maugham’s “The Razor's 
Edge” are striking. 

Nick Cotten is largely inarticulate, a big, 
bluff, once-hearty man to whom Freud 
would be only a name and psycho- 
analysis something for others to undergo. 
Yet, as the author means to make cgar, 
Nick is a psychiatric case.“ He conducts 
his own self-examination on the quiet 
Pacific reef. 

He comes to no definite conclusions 
about war and about himself; he 
formulates no precise course of action. 
But he comes to realize that he has a 
great number of debts to pay off to those 
persons whom his emotional disruption 
caused pain and grief. How he is to do 
this he does not know, and he is not out 
of the wilderness yet as the novel con- 
cludes. 

Mr. Wheeler is a good writer, one with 
perception enough to recognize excellent 
subject matter when he sees it and to do 
it justice. JAMES DEAKIN.

Uranium atoms, he went on, are the most 
complicated of all, consisting of a beehive of 92 
protons and 146 neutrons.

The rays cause natural radio- 
activity which is around us every day and does 
no harm. 

‘“Here’s a piece of uranium,” Lowhurst said, 
holding up a small, thin metal square, “and here 
I've got a Geiger counter. It’s a little tempera- 
mental because it’s just made a trip from New 
York.” He turned on the radio-like counter and 
it gave off periodic loud, disapproving clucks. 
Lowhurst brought his uranium toward the counter. 
The counter snarled. He did the same thing 
with his watch, explaining that radium dials are 
radio-active. The counter snarled again. Lowhurst 
said he could tell how much a watch cost by the 
severity of the counter’s snarling. The youngsters 
in the audience thought this was hilarious.

Fix It Yourself 


Side Doors for the Garage. 

T appears that while cars have 
| been growir wider of late, fam- 

ily one-car garages are just as 
narrow as they were in the days 
of the model T. In a lot of cases 
people have to spend the entire 
night in the garage because there 
just isn’t enough room on the 
sides to allow them to squeeze 
out. What we suggest is a side en- 
trance door in the garage located 
near one of the front car doors. 

Thee job involves cutting an 
opening in the garage side wall. 
The opening should be about 6 
feet 10 inches high and 34 inches 
wide. As most garages have no 
interior wall covering this job 
is relatively simple—calling for

EACHERS are complaining, and rightly so, of the many 
T distractions that draw children away from their school 
duties. Movies, radio and television, dances, team games, 
drives and plays, all well-intentioned, but eating into school 
time. 

None of these is bad in itself. All of them hold 
potentialities for education if wisely used. The school has little 
influence to bring to bear on that side. Some parents under- 
stand and ration their children on entertainment. Some shrug 
and say, “They all do it. I can’t make my child the odd one.” 
Others are angered and say, “What goes on at home is our 


affair.” 
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YET SOMETHING oe be done to keep these activities 
within reasonable bounds. Little children can stand only a 
little of the excitement of radio and television programs and 
should be limited to the programs especially for them. Older 
children should have their shows rationed@ so that they will 
have clear minds for studying at home. 

It is useless to try to forbid these programs. These are a 
part of today’s life. Our children were born into a world of 
machines where speed, noise and beneficial aids to labor, 
education, recreation are mingled in a confusing mixture. 
Our part in the scheme is to use these aids for the benefit 
of the children and young people, as well as for ourselves. 

I cannot agree that children can do good homework with 
the radio on full blast. Study requires the whole attention 
of the student. Giving complete attention to his task, he 
will finish it in good time and be free for entertainment. 
Trying to study while listening to a dance orchestra must 
result in confusion.

SCHOOL CHILDREN NEED rest. A day at school, well 
filled with work, study and play, is a day of hard labor for 
children—and their teachers. The children need long hours 
of sleep, especially the younger ones. Bedtime must be set 
and adhered to for the mental and physical health of these 
children and young people. Sitting for hours before the tele- 
vision screen, prolonged listening to the radio, overdoing of 
anything, must result in over-fatigue—and fatigue is deadly 
to growth.

The PatrolmanWhoTurned Murderer 


California Highway Officer, Who 'Helped' Hunt Girl's Killer, Convicted of Crime 8 Years Later

SANTA BARBARA, Cal., Feb. 16. 
HEN Undersheriff John Ross 
of Santa Barbara county was 
called to investigate a mur- 

der near the !ittle town of re 
pinteria on the southern oa 
fornia coast one Sunday morning 
eight years ago, he was glad to 
have his friend ard fellow offi- 
cer, Highway Patrolman Leon- 
ard Kirkes, along. 

The body of 20-year-old Mar- 
garet Senteney had been found 
lying in the sagebrush in a re- 
mote corner of the rambling es- 
tate of Maestro Leopold Sto- 
kowski. She had been strangled, 
her neck was broken and her 
skull was fractured. Although she 
had not been attacked, a subse- 
quent examination revealed, her 
fingernails indicated she had bat- 
tled her assailant ferociously. 

Undersheriff Ross had worked 
with Kirkes on cases. before. 
Kirkes was known as a good of- 
ficer, and being a native of Care 
pinteria, he knew both the coun- 
tryside and the people. His fath- 
er had been pastor of the Com- 
munity Church there and Kirkes 
himself was a member of the 
church, a member of the Lion’s 
club and active in Boy Scout 
work. He was a graduate of Van- 
derbilt University, where he had 
been a letterman in football and 
basketball, and when he took his 
examination for the state highway 
patrol he had been one of the 
high ranking men. 

This being the case, it might 
well be that his behavior that 
morning planted the first seeds 
of suspicion in the mind of Ross, 
without Ross himself realizing it. 

The only clues were a_couple 
of big footprints and a tire track. 
Asking Kirkes to guard the body, 
Ross went to his car to radio 
for help. He returned to find that 
Kirkes, pacing nervously around 
the scene of the crime, had done 
a good job of scuffing up the 
footprints. And only a shove by 
Ross kept him from doing the 
same thing to a tire track. 

Kirkes appeared to be acting 
in an absent-minded manner, but 
this was odd behavior on the part 
of a naturally intelligent man who 
had had training in criminal in- 
vestigation. 

Nonetheless the two of them 
continued to work on the case 
together. The girl had been miss- 
ing for 24 hours and a wide- 
spread search had been under- 
way when William F. Caughell, a 
caretaker on the Stokowski es- 
tate, stumbled across the body. 
Ross and Kirkes questioned hun- 
dreds of persons and finally the 
day came when they ran out of 
hunches.

Ross was beginning to hear 
and learn other things, too. He 
learned that soon after the mur- 
der Kirkes had ordered his coupe, 
a 1939 Ford and the only one like 
it in Carpinteria, repainted, al- 
though it didn’t need a paint job. 
During that same week, he heard, 
the patrolman had had a service 
station man use an air hose to 
clean out the rear compartment 
of his car. 

There were marks on the dead 
girl’s leg which looked as though 
they had been made by a rear 
compartment floor mat. The mat 
in Kirkes’s car had disappeared. 

Ross went to the district at- 
torney and told him what he had 
learned. Together they confront- 
ed Kirkes and accused him of the 
murder. But when Kirkes re- 
fused to say anything, the district 
attorney decided it would be im- 
possible to make a murder charge 
stand up against a man of 
Kirkes’s reputation and  back- 

ground with what Ross had to go 
on. 

Six months later Kirkes joined 
the Red Cross and went to the 
Aleutians where he spent the next 
three years. During those years 
the public lost interest in and

finally forgot the murder of Mar- 
garet Senteney. Everyone but 
John Ross, who in the meantime 
had been elected to the office of 
sheriff. He told his friends that 
some day the murderer would be 
found and convicted. 

Kirkes came back in 1945, high- 
ly commended for his work with 
the Red Cross. He went back to 
work for the highway patrol but 
shortly thereafter quit to become 
a salesman. He and Ross met dur- 
ing those days, and they even 
chatted. But nothing was said 
about the Senteney case. 

Then one day last September, 
Kirkes was arrested on a morals 
complaint. A woman charged that 
he had molested her 8-year-old 
son. The evidence in the Senteney 
case was sifted again and Ross 
seized the opportunity to reopen 
the case. Kirkes is a big, muscu- 
lar square-jawed man, and it was 


just possible there were people 
who had been afraid to talk but 
who, now that he was safely be- 
hind bars, would come forth with 
what they knew. Which is exactly 
what happened.

bombshell when Prosecuting 
“ Attorney David S. Licker pub- 
licly - announced that Kirkes 
would be tried for the murder of 
Margaret Senteney. 

One of those who finally de- 
cided to talk was Mrs. Dorothy 
Rosebro Egan, now 25 years old, 
who had been a school chum of 
the murdered girl.

tion. The patient sleeps peace- 
fully but lightly while his re- 
laxed body permits the surgeon 
to make an incision of minimum 
size and manipulate muscles with- 
out resistance. This lessens the 
chance of any temporary ill ef- 
fect from the anesthetic and 
shortens the operation and recov- 
ery period. 

Curare is also used to lessen 
the severity of convulsions result- 
ing from tetanus or lockjaw. Al- 
though it does not cure these af- 
flictions, it reduces the painful 
muscle spasm. The treatment of 
certain nervous diseases involv. 
ing muscle spasm is also helped 
by the use of curare, It has been 
used experimentally in polio to 
relax muscle spasm and thus 
make possible muscle manipula- 


; tion without causing unbearable 


pain, Such physical therapy 
sometimes lessens the permanent 
crippling. 

Although crude curare was dis- 
covered in 1595, so little of it was 
available that nothing of im- 
portance was known about its ace 
tion until the Nineteenth Century 
had passed its half-way mark. The 
great French physiologist, Dr. 
Claude Bernard, found that crude 
curare acts at the junction point 
between nerve and muscle in the 
microscopic areas known as the 
motor end-plates. The drug tem- 
porarily interrupts nerve-muscle 
impulses so that a state of com- 
plete relaxation occurs, 

BECAUSE OF SHORT supply 
of the drug, it wasn’t until 1935 
that Dr. Harold King of the Na- 
tional Institute for Medical Re- 
search in London isolated the 
active principle, called d-tu- 
bocurarine chloride. He used a 
specimen of curare which had 
been in the British Mtuseum’s 
possession for many years. 

Chiefly responsible for the de- 
velopment of the first purified 
standardized extract of curare 
was H, A. Halady, a biochemist of 
one of the large American phar- 
maceutical houses. He worked 
out a method of purifying crude 
curare and devised the biological 
assay used in adjusting each lot 
of the extract to a standard 
stre Unlike the crude drug, 
each unit of this liquid has the 
same predictable relaxing effect. 

New related compounds are 
being discovered. One of them 
has several times the paralyzing 
powers of d-tubocurarine but with 
lesser natural effect on breathing 
muscles.

called the night Margaret Sente- 
ney was murdered, she said, “I 
can never forget it.” 

She told how she was walking 
home, near the high school where 
a gate leads into the high school 
grounds.

It was not brought out in the 
trial, but it was learned that Mrs.

vised her to keep quiet about it. 
Much was made at the trial of 
how Kirkes had gone out of his 


' way, even before anyone had con- 


nected him with the crime, to es- 
tablish an alibi. There was the 
story told by tne Sune dealer. 


LYDE E. WULLBRANDT 
C testified that he had talked 

to Kirkes at a filling station 
one day, and that he next saw 
Kirkes the following day, when 
it had been learned the girl was 
missing but before her body had 
been found. 

On the second meeting, Wull- 
brandt testified, Kirkes said he 
had been wanting to see him and 
asked him what time they had 
talked the night before. Wull- 
brandt saidé he told Kirkes it was 
between 7:20 and 7:45 p.m. Wull- 
brandt then testified that Kirkes 
had volunteered information 
about how he had spent the rest 
of the evening at the beach and 
with a friend. 

“That,” he told Wullbrandt in 
parting, “is my alibi; and if the 
rest of them know what is good 
for them, they better be getting 
theirs.” 

A garage mechanic told how 
Kirkes had tried to get him to say 
there was no mat in the back of 
his car when the mechanic had 
worked on it-prior to the murder. 
Another garageman told how 
Kirkes came to have his car 
painted, although it didn’t need 
it, and insisted on having the in- 
side of the rear compartment 
painted. 

As the trial ground on the net 
of evidence was woven more 
closely around Kirkes. The de- 
fendant himsel, cool through the 
trial, maintained that on the night 
of the murder he had visited with 
a friend named George Peyster 
—who died a few months after 
the murder—and had then gone 
home and to bed at 10 o’clock. 

He admitted he knew Margaret 

Senteney and that she once had 
been a baby-sitter at his home. 
His wife, who is now the mother 
of two children, testified that 
Kirkes came home about 9:30 and 
that he was neither nervous, 
scratched nor intoxicated. 
_ After hearing the avenunee a 
jury debated for 21 hours.® They 
came with the verdict that Kirkes 
was guilty of the eight-year-old 
murder. He was convicted of 
murdér in the second degree, 
which carries a penalty of five 
years to life. 

It was a quiet John Ross who 
escorted Kirkes to San Quentin. 
Then he came back to his office 
in Santa Barbara and locked up 
the file on the murder of Mar- 
garet Senteney.

West, haturally reluctant to 
lead away from his _ honors, 
opened his top trump. 

South studied the situation 
carefully before playing a card, 
Then, satisfied with his analysis, 
he proceeded as follows: 


He took the first trick with 
the spade queen, then led the 
spade nine to his own jack. With 
the 2-2 break revealed, he led 
a low heart toward dummy. West 
ducked—putting up the _ king 
would have made no difference 
in the outcome—and the heart 
queen of course won. Now a 
heart was led from dummy and 
South put in the ten. West took 
his king and chose his safest 
exit play, his last heart. 


South, winning this trick with 
the heart ace did not commit 
the error of cashing his thir- 
teenth heart—instead, he led the 
club ten. 

This play fixed West! Obvious- 
ly, he could not afford to put 
up the club ace, because this 
would let South make both the 
king and queen of clubs, but 
when West properly covered the 
ten with the jack, this did not 
save him, either. The club queen 
won, and South now re-entered 
his own hand with a trump to 
the ace. 

The carefully hoarded thir- 
teenth heart was now cashed and 
a club was discarded from dum- 
my, then West was thrown in by 
South’s leading the club king. 
Now West had the unpleasant 
choice of returning a club and 
letting South discard a diamond 
from his own hand while he 
ruffed in dummy, or establish- 
ing South’s diamond king by 
leading that suit. 

Observe that, among other 
things, South had to handle the 
hearts precisely as he did to 
keep West from unblocking his 
king, which would have been 
fatal to the contract.
